2. The TCG, chaired by the National Security Advisor, has been entrusted with the task to coordinate and regulate 
plans for the acquisition of all new costly major strategic facilities/equipment by the intelligence agencies, generally 
oversee the TECHINT capabilities of the intelligence community and examine issues relating to allocation of funds for this 


purpose. The TCG would ensure that in the procurement of expensive assests, there is no avoidable duplication or 
redundancy. The TCG would also provide guidance for the establishment of a new technical organisation to be known as 


the National Technical Facilities Organisation (NTFO).
